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What is this SPEBSQSA? 

Barbershop singing is nothing now. It flourished 
in the gas-light era of tho "Gay Nineties" when 
the young vocal-minded blades gathered around 
tho old berborshop and "let tho harmony ring 
out". As tho music halls and movies came into 
prominence, barborshopping lost ground. It re- 
mained for a Tulsa attorney, tho late, O. C. Cash, 
in 1938, with a few friends to sound tho chords 
that startod barbershopping ochoing around tho 
USA which resulted in tho birth of tho Society for 
tho Preservation and Encouragomont of Barbor 
Shop Quartet Singing in America. Mr. Cash's 
invitation to tho first mooting road in part: "Tho 
writers havo for a long time thought that some- 
thing should bo dono to oncourago tho onjoymont 
of this last remaining vostigo of human liborty. 
Thoroforo, wo havo docidod to hold a song-fost 
on tho roof of tho Tulsa Club on Monday, April 
11, (1938) 6:30 P.M." From this small boginning 
tho movomont has grown until now thoro aro 
approximately 30,000 members making up somo 
650 chapters in tho USA, Canada and American 
Island possessions. Barborshopping and barbor 
shop songs aro as Amorican as Abo Lincoln and 
thoir popularity Is growing whorovor good follows 
got together.

Unrostrictod by timo, tempo or instrumentation, 
barbershop quartet singing caught on quickly and soon bocanio Amorica's most popular diversion. 

A modern exponent of this fino old pastimo is tho AUTO TOWNERS quartot of Dearborn 
Chapter, SPEBSQSA in Detroit, Michigan; tho Automotive capitol of tho world. In March of 1960, 
these four men, fraternity brothers of more than 30,000 harmony*loving Americans, {oinod togothor 
to sing the praises of barborshop quartot harmony. As unlikoly a combination of individuals as one 
would expect to find in an army induction rostor, thoy aro: Dominic Palmiorl, a barbor and 
proprietor of the Western Barborshop, singing tonor; Glenn Van Tassoll, <a material and production 
control man with Chevrolet Control Office, singing load; Clint Bostick, a postman In Dearborn, 
singing baritone; and Carl Dahlke, an automotive draftsman, singing bass. 

Besides gaining many hours of musical onjoymont for thomsolvos, tho Auto Townors havo 
entertained at local service clubs and churches and havo dono bonofit shows for worthy groups such 
as the United Foundation, and tho Association of Orthopodic Children. Thoy travol oxtonsivoly 
throughout the United States and Canada, taking part in Barborshop Quartot programs for tho 
many chapters of the Society for tho Preservation and Encouragomont of Barborshop Quartot Singing 
in America, their parent organization. Thoy aro tho 1961-62 Michigan District Champions and aro 
International Finalists, currently holding 8th place in tho international standings.
